I beg  to  present  this,  niy  sixteenth  annual  Report  for 
the  past  year  ended  December  8 1st,  1893. 

The  year  has  been  remarkable  in  more  lhan  one 
respect;  firstly,  the  unprecedently  long  strike,  which 
especially  and  directly  affected  this  locality,  as  well  as  the 
whole  kingdom,  by  the  general  disorganisation  of  trade 
and  commerce  in  nnmeTous  branches,  as  well  as  those  more 
immediately  connected  with  the  coal  and  hardware  trades  ; 
secondly,  the  severe  and  fatal  epidemic  of  measles,  which 
has  prevailed  in  your  district  during  the  period  referred 
to,  which  have  both  had  a prejudiciiil  influence  on  the 
amount  of  mortality,  jiarticularly  in  the  very  young. 

The  number  of  Births  returned  as  having  occurred  in 
your  district  during  the  above  referred  to  period  is  888, 
namely,  4o8  males  and  430  females,  which,  taking  the 
population  at  21,000  as  e.stimatcd  to  the  middle  of  the 
year,  gives  a birth-rate  of  42-28  per  thousand,  living; 
against  90G,  namely  475  males  and  431  females,  with  a 
birth-rate  of  43-14  jier  thousand,  iii  1892. 

The  number  of  Deaths  at  all  ages,  returned  for  the 
same  period  is  4-23,  namely  223  males  and  200  females,  a 
ratio  at  per  thousand  of  population  of  20  14 ; against 
males  and  209  females,  total  441,  with  a deith-i-ate  at  per 
thousand  of  21,  for  the  previous  year.

h.  1892,  andadeath.rateof  18  01  per  cent,  on  the  mean 
of  this  and  the  previous  year;  against  20  percent,  on  the 
mean  for  the  two  years  1891  and  1892. 


One  of  these  deaths  is  due  to  Erysipelas,  eleven  to 
Measles,  eighteen  to  Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery,  seventeen 
to  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy,  forty-two  to 
Marasmus,  five  to  Tabes  ]\Iesenterica,  twenty-four  Pre- 
mature  Birth,  Hve  aUeleetasis  (two  of  these  ai-e  connected 


with  Convulsions),  twenty-eight  Convulsions  and  nine 
from  Birth  Debility  ; against  fifty  <o  Marasmus,  five  Tabes 
Mesenterica,  twenty-two  Premature  Birth,  three  Atelect- 
asis, and  a few  from  Convulsions  in  1892.

^carlatiiia  is  josponsiblo  for  eight  dcatlis,  five  under 
and  thi-ec  over  five  years  of  ago,  a ratio  at  per  tliousand 
of  po[)aliitiou  ot  '38  ; against  three  deaths,  two  under  and 
one  over  five  yeai.s,  witli  a i-alio  of  Id  per  tliou-iand  in  the 
previous  year. 

Tliere  has  been  one  deatli  from  Diphtheria  in  a sub- 
ject ovei'  five  years  of  age  ; against  none  from  this  cause  in 
1802. 

One  death  over  five  years  of  age  is  referred  to  Ci’oup ; 
against  none  in  tlie  previous  year. 

Tliere  has  not  been  any  death  from  Enteric  Fever  ; 
against  two  in  the  previous  year. 

One  death  is  ascribed  to  Puerperal  Fever;  against 
six  from  this  cause  in  1802. 

'1'liei‘e  have  been  two  deaths,  one  under  and  one  over 
live  years  of  age,  from  Erysipelas;  against  one  over  five  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  di.stiMct  has  sufTered  heavily  from  ^leasles  during 
the  past  year,  there  having  been  thirty-five  deaths  from 
this  cause  ; thirty-thi-ce  under  and  one  over  five  in  the 
district,  and  one  undei-  five  in  the  Workhouse,  a ratio  at 
per  thousand  of  jiopulation  of  IdtG ; against  nil  in  1802. 
(See  special  report  to  your  Board  re  Epidemic  of  I^leasles, 
dated  August  3 1st,  1803). 

There  has  been  no  death  returned  as  from  Whooping 
Cough;  against  four  deaths  all  under  five  years  of  age  in 
the  preceding  year. 

Twenty-seven  deaths  have  resulted  from  Diarrhoea 
and  allied  disorders,  viz twenty-four  in  the  di.strict 
under  five  year.s,  and  two  in  the  district  and  one  in  the 
Workhouse  over  five  years  of  age,  a latio  at  per  thou.sand 
of  population  of  1-28  ; apainst  ten,  eight  under  and  two 
over’  tive  years  of  age  with  a ratio  ot  0 T7  per  thousand,  in 
1892.  Of  these  deaths  eighteen  were  under  one  year,  six 
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botwcon  one  and  five,  one  between  live  and  fifteen,  and  one 
over  sixty-five)  ears  of  age,  and  the  greater  proportion 
oeenrred  in  the  later  sarnnier  and  autninn  months.

Four  deatlis  liave  occurred  from  Rheumatic  Fever,  all 
in  the  distriet  and  all  overlive  years  of  age  ; against  three 
from  this  cause  in  the  previous  year. 


Thirteen  deaths  are  referred  to  Phthisis  all  in  the 
district  and  over  five  years  of  age,  a ratio  at  per  thousand 
of  population  of  019;  against  eighteen,  a ratio  of  So  per 
thousand  in  tfie  pieeeding  year.  Of  these  five  were 
males; — the  respective  ages  59,  34,  16,  39  and  18  years, 
tlie  callings,  miner,  labourer,  miner’,  butcher,  and  miner, 
and  eight  t'emales— four  married  and  four  single,  the  ages 
43,  31,  19,  *25,  *29,  19,  45  and  31,  the  localities  in  the  order 
in  which  named,  in  the  males  : — Littleworth,  bt.  John  s 
road,  Cannock,  Green  Idc'ath,  Hednesford  and  Hednesford  ; 
in  the  females,  Hednesford,  Bridgtown,  Hednesford,  Hed- 
nesford, Bridgtown,  Hawnsley,  Bridgtown  and  Five  Ways.

From  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy,  there 
have  been  thirty-two  deaths  under  and  forty-three  over 
five  years  of  age  in  the  district,  and  one  under  and  three 
above  five  in  the  Workhouse,  a total  of  .seventy-nine,  with 
a ratio  of  3'76  jier  thou'-and  of  population  ; against  a total 
of  eighty  nine  with  a ratio  of  4'23  per  thonsand  in  189*2. 
The  diminished  mortality  from  this  class  of  diseases  in 
that  year  over  that  of  its  preceding  one,  1801,  when  the 
deaths  totalled  146,  Avith  a ratio  of  7'08  per  thousand,  was 
attributed  by  me  to  the  almost  entire  absence  of  an  epid- 
emic of  ]\leasles  during  1802,  at hereas  the  district  has  been 
Visited  with  an  exceptionally  heavy  moi’tality  from  this 
cause  during  the  year  to  which  this  report  refers.

There  have  been  nineteen  deaths  from  Heart  Disease 
in  the  District  and  four  in  the  Workhonse,  total  twenty- 
three,  all  over  five  years  of  age;  against  twenty-s-even 
fi-om  this  cause  in  1892. 


Prom  Injuries  there  have  been  two  deaths  undei  and 
five  over  five  years  of  age,  total  seven,  all  in  the  district ; 
against  four  under  at.d  twelve  over  five  years  in  the 
district  and  two  over  five  years  in  the  Workhouse,  total 
eighteen  ; a ratio  at  per  thousand  of  population  of  0.83  ; 
against  0-85  in  the  previous  year.  The  causes  were  in 
three  accidental  burns,  in  one  burns  and  scalds,  the  four, 
in  one  instance  male,  and  in  three  female  ; ages  3,  5,  23 
and  15  months;  in  one  instance  crushed  between  a loco- 
motive engine  and  some  bricks,  in  another,  crushed  be- 
tween two  trucks  on  a colliery  bank,  both  males,  ages 
respectively,  29  and  51  years,  the  other  case  was  a boy 
aoed  13,  accidentally  drowned. 


From  all  other  diseases  there  have  been  one  hundred 
nd  forty-four  deaths  in  the  district  and  two  in  the  Work- 
house under  five  years  of  age,  and  sixty-three  m the 
listrict  and  thirteen  in  the  Workhouse  over  five  years  of 
ge.  total  two  hundred  and  twenty-two,  with  a death-rate

Sanitary  condi-  fn  my  annual  Report  for  the  previous  year  (1892), 
Heath  and  Five  jQUp  {Attention  was  called  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  Green  Heath  and  Five  Ways,  especially  certain  portions 
indicated,  and,  although  at  present  little  if  anything  has 
been  done,  1 know  that  in  the  matter  of  Five  Ways, 
certain  works  proposed  to  be  done  by  your  Board  have 
been  postponed,  with  the  consent  of  the  parties  principally 
affected,  over  the  winter  season,  as  being  unsuitable  for 
commencing  operations  of  the  kind.

There  is,  T think,  some  reason  for  conp;rat  illation  that 
the  mortality  for  the  year,  althoug'h  still  higher  than  is  fo 
be  desired,  has  been  somewhat  lower  than  in  the  previous 
year,  1892,  nauiely  423  with  a death-rate  of  20' 14,  against 
441  with  a death-rate  of  21  per  thousand

^Ir.  Chairman  and  Gentlkmen, 

I liave  pleasure  in  presentino;  my  second 
annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  my  department 
for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1893. 

During  tlie  year  I and  my  Assistant  have  made  2,669 
inspe(  tions  <'f  pi’cmises  througliout  the  Distiict,  and  have 
delected  260  nuisance-i  of  v .rious  descriptions,  the  particu- 
lars of  which  arc  appended  in  the  Summary  to  this  Report. 

In  compliance  with  Section  94  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1875,  99  of  the  above  nuisances  have  been  reported  to  you, 
and  the  necessary  legal  notices  served  and  complied  with 
to  remedy  th"  complaint.  The  remaining  161  nuisances 
preliminary  notices  have  been  served,  of  which  159  have 
betm  satisfactorily  complied  with. 

For  your  convenience  1 have  jjivcn  among  other  details, 
statistics  showing  the  whole  of  the  Nuisances  which  have 
been  abated  during  the  above  period.  (See  appendix). 

During  the  year  periodical  inspections  have  been  Wawr  Supply 
niade  bv  me  over  the  vvliole  of  the  Distiict  as  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  water  used  for  drinking  and  domestic  pur- 
poses, also  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  such  supply.  In  one 
case  I have  serv'cd  a pielindnary  notice  to  c ose  a polluted 
Well,  w'hich  has  been  carried  out  and  a supply  of  whole- 
some water  provided.  I have  to  report  that  in  manj  cases 
where  the  water  supply  was  insufficient  (owing  to  the  dry 
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season)  the  property 

provided  such  snpply  h.V  connectmg  the  Son  h Stalto 
shire  water.  I am  also  pleased  to  report  that  prov.s.on, 
Lve  been  made  by  the  Sonth  Staffordshire  'Vatorworks 
Co.  for  lajino  down  water  n.ains  in  va.aona  parts  o the 

District,  thus  enabling  the  property  owners  to  hate  .e.. 

connections  made  and  the  necessary  supply  provu  e. . 

During  the  year  this  Company  have  supplied  10.5 
houses  and  one  Board  school  with  their  water,  and  have 
laid  1,200  yards  of  additional  water  mams  in  various  pai  s 

of  the  District,  viz  ; — 

Eskrett  Street,  Hetlnesford. 

Cannock  Road,  Five  Ways,  Heath  Hayes. 

Cemetery  Road. 

Old  Fallow  Road. 

Longford  Lane,  Bridgtown.

The  different  parts  of  the  District  now  entirely  with- 
out the  Company’s  water  mains  are  West  Chadsmoor, 
Pye  Green  Road,  and  Cannock  Wood.  These  localities 
only  contain  at  present  a limited  number  of  honse.s,  and 
are  a considerable  distance  from  populated  places  wliero 
the  maims  arc  laid.  tbu.«  offering  at  present  no  facility  for 
their  extension.  The  only  means  of  water  supply  to  these 
houses  are  wells  and  pumps.  1 have  had  \eiy  few  com- 
plaints respecting  the  quality  of  the  water,  hut  nnfoitnn- 
ately  in  some  cases  the  supply  has  at  times  hoen  iiisuth- 
cient  owing  to  the  dry  season. 

. Durincr  the  year  periodical  iiiBiiections  have  been  made 

throngliout  the  District  of  the  diainaoo  and  its  condition. 
Eighty-thrcc  nuisances  have  heen  discovered  in  eoniieet ion 
with  the  drainage,  the  jiartienlars  of  which  will  he  found 
under  the  heading  of  House  Drainage  in  the  statistics 
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£ri\en.  As  niany  of  the  above  nuisances  found  had  no 
propel-  system  of  di-aina,o;e,  and  it  bLM'n,£r  necessary  to  re- 
construct the  drains  and  connect  the  same  with  the  main 
sewers.  Otiier  l uisanccs  found  were  defective  drains  and 
traps,  and  these  vvere  remedied  liy  their  re-con^truction. 
bor  ttie  abatement  of  the  above  misances  the  usual  notices 
weie  sei-\ed  and  tne  work  Carrie  1 out  to  my  satisfaction. 
During  my  inspection  1 have  in  several  instances  found 
tliains  and  tiaps  stojiped  up  by' obstructive  ariicles  thrown 
in  by  tenants.  Cautions  were  given  to  the  occupiers,  and 
have  had  no  further  cause  for  complaint.

Durini;  the  year  rei.’ular  inspections  have  been  made 
by  me  over  the  whole  of  the  District  (more  especially  the 
populated  filaccs).  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  a better 
consf ruction  of  privies  and  ashpits  generally,  which  von 
will  litnl  fiom  the  statistics  given.  In  sonic  cases  the 
privy  accotnmodation  was  insiitficient.  TIic  usual  notice 
Avas  given  and  com[)lied  with.  In  other  cases  whore  the 
ju-ivies  and  ashpit.s  were  in  :i  delapidati  d condition,  they 
have  been  pulled  down  and  t e-constructed  to  rny'  sati.sfac- 
tiuii.  I’he  other.'’,  where  repairs  only  have  lieen  necessary, 
have  heeti  c.V'-cuted.  1 am  jileased  to  report  a marked 
improvement  in  the  privy  and  ashpit  accommodation

throughont  the  District,  and  the  general  cleansing  of 
privies  by  the  teDfiiits. 


Last  year  many  complaints  nere  made  hy  the  con- 
tractor of  the  groat  difllenlty  in  emptying  ashp.ts  contain- 
ing buckets,  brick-ends,  and  other  obstructive  refuse 
thrown  in  by  the  tenants  or  their  childrem  A geneia 
inspection  of  the  District  was  made  for  the  purpose  o 
cautioning  tl.e  people  as  to  the  improper  use  of  the  ashpits, 
and  that  pi-ocoediugs  would  he  taken  against  o ciiieis. 
Since  then  I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  ract.ee  has 
been  abolished  to  a great  extent. 


Daring  the  year  the  removal  of  Night  Soil  for  the 
whole  District  was  undertaken  by  Mi--  Blewitt,  at  a cost  of 
£400,  and  he  has  emptied  satisfactorily  2,409  ashpits.  n 
a few  cases  complaints  were  received,  hut  on  my  pou-tiiig 
out  these  to  Mr.  Blewitt  they  were  remedied  1 am  pleased 
to  report  that  throngliout  my  inspections  1 have  had  but 
very  little  cause  for  complaint,  and  that  the  emptying  of 
ashpits  has  genei-ally  been  carried  out  to  my  satisfaction. 


The  total  number  of  Slauglitor  Houses  in  this  Dis- 
trict is  29.  During  the  year  a general  inspection  of  these 
slaughter  bouses  was  made  by  me,  ami  18  were  condemned, 
owing  to  various  sanitai-y  defects  and  bad  coiisti  action. 
Notices  were  given  to  the  butcbeis  to  discontinue 
slaughtering  in  these  until  rogisteicd.  My  suggestions 
were  in  many  cases  carried  out,  and  another  inspection 
was  made.  In  those  cases  I considered  satisfactoiy,  cci - 
tificates  were  granted.  In  others  my  requests  had  not 
been  complied  with  owing  to  the  delay  of  bricklajeis,  but 
were  later  on  made  satisfactory,  and  alter  inspection  tluii 
licenses  were  granted.  I am  now  pleased  to  repoi  t a 
great  impi-ovcment  in  the  slaughter  bouses,  ami  in  most 
of  them  a better  conditio  a of  cleanliness.  In  some  1 ha\e 
had  to  complain  to  the  butchers  as  to  the  wliitc-washing  of 
walls,  removal  of  olfal,  and  washing  of  floors  after  slaugh- 
tering, complaints  which  invariably  received  attention. 
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During  tlie  year  periodical  inspections  have  been 
made  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  myself  of  the  slaughter 
houses,  Market  Halls,  and  butcher’s  shops  in  the  District. 

On  the  30th  of  June  I made  a seizure  of  bad  meat  from  a 
slaughter  house  belonoing  to  Joseph  Cox,  of  Station 
Street,  Hednesforil.  The  carcase  seized  had  suffered  from 
tuberculosis.  The  Medical  Officer  was  called  in,  and  the 
same  was  condemned.  A summons  was  issued  against 
Cox,  and  a fine  of  £5,  and  costs  was  indicted. 

Having  given  a description  of  the  .sanitary  conditions 
met  with  during  the  3'ear,  I now  purpose  giving  a brief  Dwellings 
outline,  dealing  with  the  condition  of  the  inside  of  dwel- 
lings. I have  more  particularly  directed  my  attention  to 
the  general  cleanliness  of  the  occupants  and  living- 
rooms.  You  will  observe  in  the  statistics  given,  23 
nuisances  of  this  description  were  found,  and  each  dealt 
with  under  their  separate  defects.  In  the  cases  reported 
of  the  filthy  condition  of  the  dwelling.s,  preliminary  no- 
tices were  served  to  white-wash  and  cleanse  the  premises, 
which  were  satisfactorily  carried  out  without  taking  any 
further  steps.  During  the  year  14  cases  of  overcrowding 
were  I’eported,  and  the  notices  served  to  reduce  the  number 
of  occupants.  The  above  cases  of  overcrowding  were  due 
to  the  limited  number  of  houses  in  the  District. 

During  the  Smallpox  epidemic  in  the  adjoining  town  infectious 
of  Walsall,  a female  person  living  in  a caravan  at  Hed- 
ne.sford  was  taken  ill,  and  was  reported  as  a suspicious 
case  of  Smallpox.  The  Medical  Officer  and  myself 
attended,  and  the  patient  was  removed,  and  the  fumigat- 
ing and  disinfecting  of  the  caravan  and  its  contents  ear- 
ned out.  Instructions  were  also  given  to  the  occupier,  as 
to  the  necessary'  precautions  for  the  prevention  of  this 
disease.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  siibmitting  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  carried  out  unrlei’  the  Canal  Boat  Acts,  1877  and  1884,  for  the 
year  ended  December  81st,  1893.  During  the  year  I and  my  assist- 
ant have  visited  the  Coal  Wharves  at  East  Cannock  and  Walk  Mill. 
1 have  directed  my  attention  to  the  former  more  than  the  latter,  at 
which  place  tlicre  being  more  cabin  boats.  We  made  18  visits  to  the 
East  Cannock  Wliarf  and  6 visits  to  the  Walk  Mill  Wharf  during  the 
year,  and  inspected  and  reported  to  my  Board  a total  number  of  91 
cabin  boats. 

During  the  16  weeks’  Coal  Strike  no  inspections  could  be  made 
owing  to  the  boats  being  locked  up.  This  will  give  a satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  decreased  number  of  inspections  made,  as  compared 
with  that  of  the  previous  year.

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During  our  inspections  several  cases  have  oceun-cd  with  respect  to 
the  Certiheates  of  Registi-ation  not  forthcoming.  In  most  cases  the 
captain  of  the  boat  had  gone  home  taking  the  certificate  willi  liim  for 
safety,  and  had  left  his  man  in  charge  of  the  boat  In  others  new 
certificates  were  being  prepared  by  the  Registration  Authorities  In 
three  cases  I have  had  to  call  the  attention  of  the  captain  to  the  un- 
cleanly condition  of  his  cabin,  which  defects  were  remedied  bdoic  the 
boat  left. 

On  December  13th  my  Assistant  made  an  inspection  of  acabin  boat 
belonging  to  the  Shropshire  Unio7i  Railway'  and  Canal  Co.,  and  thei-e 
found  a female  over  I'2  years  of  age  travelling  with  her  jnrents.  1 
rejiorted  this  to  my  Board,  and  instructions  were  given  to  prosecute 
under  the  Acts  and  Regulations.  Before  issuing  the  summons  I had 
a correspondence  with  the  Chief-Insjiector,  and  as  1 had  not  insjiected 
the  boat  myself,  it  was  doubtful  of  a succe.ssful  prosecution.  Therefore 
I have  not  commenced  these  proceedings. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  occupants  of  the  boats 
inspected  were  as  set  out  in  the  following  summary.  Upon  asking 
why  the  91  children  were  not  at  school,  J was  invariably  informed 
that  many  of  the  schools  at  Avhich  they  usually  attended  had  been 
closed  during  an  outbreak  of  some  infectious  disease,  and  that  they 
had  brought  their  children  out  for  a voyage.

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I was  in  many  cases  informed  that  the  masters  of  the  boats  tnade 
their  homes  in  their  own  towns,  and  that  they  liad  no  desire  foi‘  their 
wives  and  children  to  travel  with  tliem,  unless  in  cas.-s  of  necessity. 
Since  the  Coal  Strike,  some  were  compelled  to  close  their  homes,  and 
bring  their  wives  with  them,  owing  to  poverty. 

During  my  inspections  of  the  cabins  I iiave  directcl  my-  attention 
more  especially  in  ascertaining  whether  any  of  the  occupants  had 
been  or  were  suffering  from  any  kinds  of  sickness  during  the  cholera 
and  small  po.v  epidemic.  1 am  pleased  to  report  that  only  two  cases  of 
sickne.ss  came  under  my  notice,  and  that  no  case  of  Infectious  disease 
was  met  with  throughout  the  yeir.  The  sick  persons  were  suffering 
from  nothing  more  than  sevei-e  colds,  ami  were  attended  by  a doctor 
while  staying  at  tlie  whaid. 

I have  again  pleasui’e  in  reporting  that  during  my  ins])ections,  I 
have  received  civility  from  the  masters,  and  they  have  showed 
willingness  to  remler  any'  assistance  for  my'  e.Kamination  of  the  boat, 
and  that,  genei'ally,  I have  found  botli  the  occupants  and  tlie  cabins 
clean. 

1 have  to  report  that  during  the  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  in  the 
adjoining  town  of  Walsall,  instructions  wei-e  given  as  to  pi-ecautions 
advisable,  to  prev'ent  this  disea.se.
